Active operations in Missouri. 
Additional from St. Louis. Military prepa- 
rations here bave been very active and troops 
are already moving Southward. The black 
smith shops are busy all day shoeing cavalry 
borses, and otdnance stores are being sent to 
different points, Everything is being put in 
fine trim for immediate und active service. 
Gen. Pike has called all the enrolled militia 
out, and Gen. Rosecrans will issue an appeal 
to-morrow calling the people to arms. 
Trains from the Mountain railroad are still 
running, and so far as known, the railroad 
has not yet been molested. 

Sheridan still Driving the Enemy 
More Prisoners sent in--General news. 
Washington, Sept. 26th. 
Dispatghes from Sheridan to 11 o'clock Sat- 
urda aue dated six miles south of New- 
atthe, are received. He had driven the ene- 
my from Mount Jackson without being able 
to bring on a general engagement. The ene- 
my were moving rapidly and he bas no cav- 
alry at present to hold them. Tarbett had at- 
taeked Wrethen’s force at Surrey and cap. 
tured a number of prisoners. Sheridan found 
rebel hospitals in all the towns from Winches- 
ter to Newmarket. Twenty picees of artillery 
were captured at Fishers Hill, together with 
1,100 prisoners, a large amount of amtmuni- 
tion. caissons, limbers, and a large quantity 
of entrenebing tools and small arms; no list 
of the captured materials has yet been receiv- 
ed. The small towns through the valley con- 
tain a great many of the rebel wounded. Gen. 
Stevens reports the arrival at Harper's Ferry 
of atrain of vur wounded, twenty captured

The enemy having probably learn- 
ed of the movement upon his right, bad com- 
menced leaving bis position some two hours 
before our attack. and his departure was so 
hasty Abat:he was compelled to leave sixteen 
ns and over 1.009 prisoners in our hands, 
esterday morning the pursuit of the enemy 
was promptly continued by our cavalry and 
he was found in position at Monnt Jackson, 25 
miles south of Fisher Hill, where he seems 
disposed to offer a stubborn resistance.
